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Olivier  Messiaen,  whose  Turangalila-Symphonie  is  the  major  musical  presen- 
tation of  this  Folio,  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  composers  to  emerge  in 
post-Worl(d  War  II  France.  Well  schoolecd  in  the  traditions  of  the  past  Messiaen 
is  at  the  same  time  an  innovator;  some  of  his  works  are  based  on  scale  form- 
ulas which  he  invented.  Turangalila  is  his  most  ambitious  work.  Commissioned 
by  the  Koussevitsky  Foundation  in  Boston  (1949),  it  has  never  been  recorded 
until  now.  The  recording  of  his  symphony  which  you  will  hear  on  Wednesday, 
September  18th,  is  specially  imported  by  KPFK  from  France  and  is  not  avail- 
able in  the  United  States.  For  those  unfamiliar  with  Messiaen's  work,  this  will 
be  an  unusual  and  exciting  musical  experience. 

Mike  Tigar,  of  KPFK's  Public  Affairs  Department,  is  responsible  for  the 
three-part  documentary  program.  Census  Tract  2031,  dealing  with  the  prob- 
lems of  youth  in  a  depressed  East  Los  Angeles  area.  Mike  points  up  the  rela- 
tion of  abysmally  sub-standard  housing  conditions  (using  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Census  statistics  on  Tract  2031)  to  juvenile  delinquency.  The  second  program 
gives  recognition  to  the  fine  work  being  done  by  the  Group  Guidance  section 
of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Probation  Department.  These  programs  can  be 
heard  on  Monday,  September  16th,  at  8:45  p.m.  and  Wednesday,  September 
18th,  at  9:15  p.m.  The  third  program,  1  1  1th  Street,  on  Sunday  the  22nd  at 
9  p.m.,  is  a  prelude  to  Delinquency  and  Underprivilege,  three  programs  deal- 
ing with  juvenile  delinquency  in  New  York. 

Our  Drama  and  Literature  Department  has  rearranged  several  of  the  pro- 
grams from  last  Spring's  cultural  seminar  held  at  UCLA.  Various  fields  of 
interest  in  the  arts  are  highlighted  in  these  programs,  The  Cultural  Arts  in 
California.  Author  and  poet  Lawrence  Lipton  plays  the  role  of  "devil's  advo- 
cate" in  an  introductory  preface  to  each  program.
